Just about any installment-credit deal 
may be underwritten, whether it be a time 
purchase of an automobile, a washing ma- 
chine, a plano, a refrigerator, furniture, or 
anything else. Should accident or illness lay

Many banks, sales-finance firms, 
credit unions, industrial-loan com- 
panies, and small-loan firms act as 
agents for the insurance under- 
writers, selling the protection in 
connection with their loan or time-

\pphance and furniture dealers 
and manufacturers which sell mer- 
chandise on credit are featuring it 
Some of the mail-order houses are 
studying these insurance — plans 
with a view to offering insurance 
on mail-order credit sales 

State laws concerning Insurance 
ang lending differ. So there is no 
uniformity between states when it 
comes to the practical application 
of consumer credit insurance 


Basically. however, there are 
two principal methods of offering 
credit insurance—group and individ- 
ual. Under the group plan, a 
blanket policy is issued to the lend- 
ing institution, and normally ail 
loan holders are included under it 
This is the cheapest type of insur- 
ance, but the buyer doesn’t have 
any option in taking it. The low 
cost comes from the fact that. by 
insuring all of the loans it makes, 
the bank gets a reduced, group 
rate. So it can’t allow exceptions 
to its Insurance policy 

Nearly every bank has its own 
rate schedule or way of collecting 
on this type of insurance, subject, 
of course, to any state laws which 
govern lending practices. A_ flat 
charac lay be asse ssed by one 
bank while another may increase 
the interest charge to compensate 
for the insurance.

Phe blight strikes after a spell of cool, damp weather 
Fusarium needs warm temperatures to develop 
Blight usually affeets the entire plant at about the 
same rate, turning foliage and stems a dusty, grayish 
tan. Fusarium attacks inner leaves first, turning them

Suild the wall from the bottom up, setting each 
stone on two others. It will look better that way, and 
be more durable. Slant wall face back slightly to offset 
forward thrust of the bank and help it hold moisture 
for plants. Jam good topsoil into the crevices where 


you will set plants. 





Unsightly? Like most new excavations, it surely is. And that 
oil tank is necessary, but it needs to be camouflaged.

THICK, beautiful grass —a really green lawn. 
That’s what we want, and are willing to pay for 
with time, money, and effort. But we often settle 
for a lot less, don’¢ con- 
sider the fundamentals 
involved. The growing 
of healthy plants isn’t 


complicated. A pound of 





permanent — perennial— 
lawn grasses contains millions of seeds. Authori- 
ties recommend about 500 plants per square foot 
of lawn; 10,000 seeds usually fall in area that size. 
THIS means — for each 
grass plant that survives, 
you sow from 5 to 20 
seeds, or up to 20 times 


what you'd need to sow 





if every single seed grew. 
Now, why is this tremendous waste necessary? 
FIRST, if a sprouting seed dries for as long as an 
hour after it is on damp soil, it may be killed. 
Second, most grass seed must be exposed to light 
before it can sprout. If raked in, covered seed 


won’t grow until rain or a sprinkling uncovers it 
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to daylight. Third, all 
grass seeds sprout best if 
it’s warm during the day 
(up to 90 degrees) but 
cool at night (about 55.) 


Temperatures are right 





for such a short period 
that much seed doesn’t get a chance to germinate. 
IN SHORT, sow seed and tamp it lightly on the 
surface, where it dries rapidly. Don’t let it dry 
out. Don’t bury, or it may be cut off from neces- 
sary temperature changes, and vital daylight. 

A LAWNMAKER is at 
the mercy of the weath- 
er. This often means you 
will need to water arti- 


ficially to start a lawn. 





Buy a really good sprin- 
kler fog or mist-makers are best. Try to get one 
that covers the entire area at one setting, for new 
lawns suffer when you tramp about over them. 

TO MAKE a new lawn, 
spade or fork to full 8- 
inch depth. Turn the soil 
over, crumbling it thor- 


oughly and breaking up 





all of the large lumps. 
YOU CAN cut down the watering needed with 
organic matter — peatmoss, leafmold, screened 
compost, or shredded, 
rotted manure. Since the 
sprouting seeds are on 
the surface, don’t waste 


valuable organic matter 





by burying it too deeply. 
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It will do most good if raked or rotary-tilled into 


the upper inch of soil. If your lower soil levels are 
badly drained, you may have to install draintile. 
It will help to remove the topsoil temporarily and 
mix in steam cinders (washed and screened to 
eliminate coarse clinkers), weathered coal ashes 
(these should also be washed and screened), or 
fine limestone chips. 

YOU CAN add fine lime- 
stone up to 25 percent of 
total soil volume to be 


broken up. Soil won’t get 





too alkaline as long as it 
can be identified as clay. Most lime released by 
chips washes away sooner or later. Your topsoil 
should be porous. Otherwise, seed may all be 
washed into low spots. Improving lower levels 
usually solves the washing problem, especially if 
there is organic matter 
worked into the upper 
inch. Sandy soils drain 
quickly, need continuous 


watering to get a good 





stand of lawn grass. 

A LEVEL surface tends to reduce washing dam- 
age. You can level with an extension-ladder sec- 
tion. Pulled sideways with a rope tied to top and 
bottom rungs, it will cut off peaks and fill in val- 
leys. Do this after rough spading, before working 
in organic matter. Plant early. And if you plant a 
mixture containing quick-growing, short-lived 
nurse grasses, don’t quit watering when you see 
grass growing. If you do, permanent grasses won’t 
sprout. For while some appear in 5 days, others 


take 30, and will not sprout if unwatered.

Sheets the good parts ot one 
not too badly worn may be made 
into pillowcases or cut up for bas- 
sinet sheets 

If a sheet is getting thin it 
will usually wear out first where 
rubbed by the sleeper’s shoulders 

tear it lengthwise through the 
center. Bring selvages together, 
lapping one on top of the other and

Finish outer edges of the sheet with 
a narrow hem. 

Always darn or patch a sheet 
before threads break and before 
you launder it. If the area around 
the tear or thin spot is weak, ex- 
tend the mend well beyond the 
tear. 

Impossibly stained tablecloths 
are usable, too. Cut them down for 
place mats or napkins. 


Use worn sheets and pillowcases these ways 


Outline ironing board, adding 
1}. inches all around it. Cut 
pattern from an old sheet. 
‘Turn all edges under; stitch 
bias to form drawstring casing 


Transform a pillowease, worn 
in several spots or bearing 
hard-to-remove stains, into 
a gay bag for hand laundry. 

Cover stains, worn spots, 
or mends with huge patches of 
bright print and plain fabrics 
from your serap bag. 

Sew a large buttonhole in 
the outside of the pillowease 
hem. Pull a cord through hem 
and tie for a drawstring. 


Here's another use for the 
good ends and side sections of 
a sheet that may have worn a 
bit thin in the middle, or may 
have been damaged beyond 
reasonable repair.

It takes more than

To get top engine efficiency, fuel must be deliv- 


By Eric M. Cohn 


ered clean, mixed with the right amount of air 


i can have a tank full of gasoline, but it 


won't do you any good if it isn’t reaching your 
motor. The price you have to pay for depend- 
able starting is periodic maintenance. And, 
that must include the fuel system. 

Here are some points you'll have to check or 
have checked regularly, if you want to be sure 
your engine will burst into life every time you 
touch the starter button—and if you want to be 
sure you're getting full value for the money you 
spend on gasoline. 

When your car is up on a grease rack, get 
acquainted with the fuel system. Start at the 
rear and look for the tank just ahead of the rear 
bumper. Then trace the tubing forward to the 
fuel pump and strainer. Ordinarily you will 
find the pump and strainer. on the right side of 
your engine, but on some makes they are lo- 
cated elsewhere. 

Irom the fuel pump and strainer, trace the 
line up to the carburetor and look for the air 


cleaner, a bowl-shaped affair sitting on top of 


the carburetor. These are the major units in the 
fuel system. All are part of an integrated sys- 
tem, and poor operation of one unit often af- 
fects the others. 


A clean gasoline tank 


The gasoline tank in most cars is a metal 
shell secured to the frame by metal straps. On 
top of the tank is the opening for the gasoline 
gauge unit, and on the bottom of the tank is 
customarily a drain plug. This drain plug 
should be loosened with a wrench, removed for 
a moment to allow a handful of water, dirt, and 
fuel to run out, and then replaced. First, you

will get a combination of water and dirt, then 
clean gasoline. Since water is heavier than gas, 
it always collects at the bottom of the tank. 

This draining of the fuel tank should be done 
about twice a year. When the car is high on a 
grease rack is an excellent time. If you drain 
the tank, you will avoid frozen or clogged lines 
and keep the entire system in better shape. If 
you do not wish to take this trouble, you can use 
a chemical that is poured into the tank to ab- 
sorl the water, but nothing absorbs the dirt. 

When you replace the drain plug the first 
time, it may leak slightly. Put a touch of pipe 
compound or sealer on the plug before it is re- 
placed, then draw it up tight. Those who have 
worked on aircraft know that each fuel tank on 
an airplane is drained daily, but with an auto- 
mobile twice a year is sufficient. 

Unhampered flow of fuel 

The fuel lines will give no difficulty if the 
tank is drained periodically. If the lines do 
clog, compressed air is needed to blow them 
out, and this must usually be done at a service 
station. In an emergency, a tire pump will 
serve the purpose. 

When disconnecting and reconnecting fuel 
lines, care must be taken to reassemble the fit- 
tings correctly, or the soft threads will be 
“crossed”? and the fittings rendered useless.

Neither have I forgotten the soul-searching I went 
through as my children neared the transition period, and 
I began asking myself, *‘At what age can I safely leave my 
youngsters alone?” 

Our friends the Perkins had been leaving their four 
younger children in the care of their oldest daughter 
since she was 11. Yet on the other hand, the Herringtons 
were still hiring a sitter for their children, aged 12 and 14. 
Were the Perkins right, | wondered, or the Herringtons? 
Was 11 too young? Or 14 too old? 


{ know now that age is not the answer. Not only are 
some children more physically and emotionally mature 
at 12 than others are at 14, but there are the child’s own 
personal wishes to be considered. (My older daughter, 
at 12, was begging to be left alone, but her younger sister 

now the same age—is still content to have a sitter in 
the evening when the rest of the family is to be away from 
home.) 

I have learned from talking to other mothers and fa- 
thers that boys are apt to scorn the services of a sitter 
sooner than girls. Parents of only children understandably 
put off the day when they go away from home without 
leaving an older person in charge. The nearness of neigh- 
bors whom the children can call on in case of an emer- 
gency, the length of time the youngsters will be left alone. 
or the hour of the day will also affect the decision to hire 

or not to hire—a sitter

Old enough to stay alone? 


parents finally gave in. When they 
returned home one evening after 
leaving the two alone for the first 
time, they found their “brave” 
daughter huddled in a quilt on the 
floor beside the bed of her sleeping 
brother. She had been too fright- 
ened at “noises” even to go to the 
living room, use the telephone, 
and ask her parents to come home 


O.. woman of my acquaintance 
who literally barricades herself in 
her house when her husband is 
out of town or she must spend an 
evening alone, traces her unrea- 
soning adult fears to a fright in- 
curred when she had been left 
alone as a child 

Resolving that my own children, 
both highly imaginative, would 
not suffer similar experiences, I 
continued to hire sitters through- 
out most of my older daughter's 
thirteenth year, although — she 
wept whenever I announced that 
someone was coming to stay with 
her and her younger sister, It was 
not easy to convince her that I was 
right, for most of her contempo- 
raries were not only staying alone 
with vounger brothers and sisters, 
but were occasionally taking sitting 
jobs in their neighborhoods 

I discovered that sometimes 
arrangements can be made to 
bridge the period when children 
think they are “‘too big” for sitters, 
yet their parents are reluctant to 
leave them by themselves 

In our neighborhood, for ex- 
ample, lived another couple who 
shared our views about their two 
girls staving alone. Because their 
children and ours were close 
friends and of the same age, we 
were able to solve our mutual 
problem on occasions when we 
both planned to be away from 
home in the evening by having all 
four girls spend the night at one 
house, We reasoned that there's 
safety in numbers, and discovered 
the girls had so much fun that the 
vounger ones didn’t have time to 
think about being afraid 

Lack of fear, however, should 
not be the only criterion for parent 
to consider when leaving their 
children alone. Sometimes a child’s 
very lack of fear—plus an overdose 
of initiative-—-makes him a poor 


risk, 


Atthoueh boys will usually spurn 
a sitter sooner than girls, the tem- 
perament of the child rather than 
sex or age should be the parent's 
guide 

Certainly television, although 
its merits are legion, should not 
take the place of a sitter—as one 
mother and father found out when 
they went away one evening leav- 
ing their 13-year-old son in charge 
of two vounger boys. Although the 
three had strict orders to stay home 
and watch television, the lure of the 
family car which had been left at 
home proved irresistible to the 
oldest boy. Bundling up his 
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Regins on preceding page 


brothers, he took them for a ride 

hich ended disastrously when 
he collided with a fire hydrant a 
few blocks away from home. 

Far wiser were the parents of a 
lively 11-year-old who consistently 
rebelled against having ‘‘some old 

oman” stay with him. Suill re- 
luctant, however, to leave him 
alone because of his propensity for 
getting into mischief, they solved 
what seemed to be a major prob- 
lem when they switched from 
their regular sitter to a reliable 
15-year-old boy 

Although some children are 
completely responsible, as well as 
unafraid, their parents still have 
problems because the younger 
ones quarrel or refuse to “mind” 
the oldest one who has been left in 


charge 


( Rus mother I know found a solu- 
tion by dividing the usual sitters’ 
fee among her three sons. The two 
younger ones, however, received 
their share only when the oldest 
boy reported fall cooperation 
from them-——-doing their home- 
vork, taking baths, playing quiet- 

and going to bed on time 

\lthough most parents feel that 
under ordinary circumstances they 
shouldn't have to pay their chil- 
dren for staying alone, it’s impor- 
tant not to impose on the older 
child who must substitute for a 
paid sitter. Knowing two families 
whose oldest daughters’ plans 
were consistently ignored, I have 
tried to effect a happy compromise 
in this particular matter in my 
own house hold 

On school nights when little or 
no social activity is allowed, I ex- 
pect my oldest daughter to stay 
with her younger sister as part of 
her family responsibility. But, on 
weekends her plans take prece- 
dence over ours. She can, of course, 
earn the sitter’s fee if she chooses to 
stay home. Otherwise, we hire 
someone to come in. 


7 a who leave their children 
alone should always tell them the 
approximate hour of their return 
then make every effort to be home 
by that time. I had to learn this 
lesson from experience. 

Although we'd always returned 
home at the hour specified—the 
girls at the time were 11 and 14 
this particular evening we stopped 
in to see some friends after going to 
an early movie. Thinking the chil- 
dren would be asleep, we did not 
hurry home. When we did arrive, 
we found our 14-year-old sleeping 
soundly. But, when I went to 
check my youngest daughter, I 
found her lying wide-eyed and 
tearful in the darkness. “I couldn't 
sleep,” she said, throwing her 
arms around me in a strangling 
hug. “I was worried!’ 

The problem of leaving children 
alone is most worrisome during 
their preadolescent and early ad-

[, you have trouble with frequent headaches, you're one of 
the countless millions of Americans who do. No other source 
of human distress is as Common. 

Just completed, one of the most thorough headache sur- 
veys ever made shows that 64.8 percent—almost two-thirds 
of the people queried suffer from headaches. 

Directed by Dr. Henry D 


University School of Medicine, the survey covered 6,000 


Ogden, of Louisiana State 


persons of various ages and backgrounds, and included peo- 
ple in such varied occupations as salesmen and manual 
laborers, housewives, and physicians. 

bor every five men, seven women said they had headaches. 
And, according to the survey, married people are a little less 
likely to have headaches than single persons; 80 percent of 
20-year-olds get headaches compared to only 28.6 of 60-year- 
olds. And, although there’s litthe comfort in it, the fact is 
that educated people vet more headaches than the less 
educated. 

All headaches are unpleasant, of course. But some can be 
extremely distressing. And yours may be as much so—not 


only to you but to your whole family 


as were those of a 43- 
year-old businessman who would suffer, frequently, from 
burning and needling pain so intense it would make his eyes 
weep. After two or three hours, the agony would be gone, 
but no remedy he had tried would help to relieve or prevent 


the pain. 


A tte more than a year of this, much as he tried to keep 
his hurt to himself, he couldn’t help but become increasingly 
nervous, irritable, and impatient with his family—even 
when he had no headache but was simply anticipating one. 

Finally, withreluctance, he let his wife take him to a doctor 
who listened to his story, made a thorough examination, 
then injected something into his arm. In seconds, the man 
had one of his typical attacks. But now it was in a good 
Cause, 


“That,” said the doctor, “confirms what I suspected. 
Yours is a histamine kind of headache. Histamine is a body 
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head trom splitting 


chemical that sometimes, for reasons not fully understood, 
gets out of control. When it does, it may cause intensely pain- 
ful headaches. That was histamine I injected and, by bring- 
ing on an attack, it proved the diagnosis. It gives us an 
answer, too.” 

Over the next several weeks, starting with tiny doses that 
produced no pain and progressively increasing them (sull 
without bringing on pain), the doctor injected histamine 
Ihe end result was that, just as a hay-fever victim may be 
desensitized by ragweed injections, this man was desensi- 
tized to his own body histamine 

He's had no headaches in the two years since 

Not all headaches are histamine headaches. But many 
headache sufferers resemble in several respects the man who 
had one. They're frightened as well as pained — have a 
gnawing fear, which they try to push out of mind, that thei 
headaches may be serious, even deadly, in nature. And they 
have an idea that their pains are burdens they must beat 
that doctors can do little, if anything, for them 

Indeed, many sufferers have, in the past, tried physician 
after physician, without getting much help 

Yet the fact remains that recently considerable progress 
has been made both in better diagnosis and more eflective 
treatment. This has been because of pioneering medical ex- 


yeriments, special headache clinics in many of our hospitals, 


and because of the increasing attention the doctors in general 


are paying to headaches 


Siitamior headache is just one ¢ xample. 

Does some member of your family suffer from so-called 
‘“‘menstrual” headaches? Or “‘bilious’” ones? Or letdown 
brow-busters which seem to come only on weekends or Sun- 
days or vacations —in short, whenever he or she relaxes? 
Most ol these are now rec ognized as true migraine he adauc hes 
When recognized as such, they can be treated successfully 

One frequent cause of migraine is food allergy. And, as 
this article is written, two distinguished doctors, Dr. Leon 
Unger and Dr. Albert H. Unger, of Northwestern U niver- 
sity Medical School, have reported that the offending foods 
quite often are milk, wheat, pork, onions, peanuts, choco- 
late, coffee, citrus fruits, and vegetables 

After eliminating from her diet the five vegetables to 
which she had been found allergic— asparagus, broccoli, 
cauliflower, endive, and Brussels sprouts—-one woman has 
been free of migraine for 13 years. She gets a headache only 
after accidentally eating one of the offending foods 

It's even possible for migraine sufferers to discover for 
themselves any foods that may bring on their trouble. One 
way 1s to keep a food diary which will disclose what foods 
were caten before an attack. Another method ts to eliminate 
possible offenders from the diet for. say. two weeks. to see 
if trouble is avoided 

Happily, the overwhelming majority of headaches are 
benign. Those due to brain tumors are quite rare. Actually, 
one authority has recently reported, the chances are as great 


as 1 in 4 that if you have chroni

You can skip the elaborate dovetail joints you see in 
fine furniture. Modern glues and fasteners will give you 
all the joint strength you need if you measure and cut 
accurately. On the other hand, simple rabbeted or 
dadoed joints such as those pictured here are worth using. 
They are much stronger than butted joints; the wood 
itself does part of the holding job. 

When you build drawers, avoid soft or splintery woods. 
For furniture, such cabinet woods as maple, walnut, ma- 
hogany, and oak are preferable. For kitchen or shop 
drawers, poplar, white pine, or gum can be used. Ply- 
wood is an excellent drawer-building material; tempered 


hardboard is especially good for drawer bottoms. 





% Use narrow chisel to clean between knife scores or saw cuts. 
Keep depth fairly unjform. Drawer bottom should float free in 
grooves. Fit it loosely enough to allow for expansion and contrac- 
tion. Bottom panel may be tempered hardboard or thin plywood

We must admit that it is easier 
for a nursery-school teacher to ac- 
complish her purpose of guiding 
young children and helping them 
be good than it is for the average 
mother. This is true not only be- 
cause the nursery-school teacher is 
trained and experienced in the 
work, but also because she is de- 
voting all her attention, knowledge, 
imagination, and native ingenuity 
to the children. A mother must, 
most of the time, be concerned 
with many matters simul- 
taneously, and be on the job 12 
hours a day (including holidays). 

Perhaps the best lesson that you 
can learn from a_nursery-school 
teacher is that in helping your 
child to be good, you must not only 
love him and provide for his needs, 
but you must also believe in him.

= year I thoroughly investi- 
gated dude-ranch vacations, never 
having been West before. I de- 
cided I wanted a typical cow outfit 
with corrals, nearby rodeos, open 
rolling grass range ideal for horse- 
back riding as well as handy moun- 
tains for more rugged excursions 
and pack trips; and, lakes and 
streams for trout fishing and good 
deer and elk hunting and maybe a 
brown bear or two. You might 
want the warm, desert areas of the 
southern dude-ranch states—may- 
be during midwinter. But, because 
I could only take one vacation at 
once, and because the ranch I 
chose—the TO Bar at Roscoe, 
Montana—is typical of most dude 
ranches except for geography, it 
serves as a good example. 

I was told to keep my wardrobe 
simple since | would have to sup- 
plement it with cowboy clothes 
wnen I arrived. How practical the 
cowboy boots, hat, bandanna, and 
jeans were, I soon realized. 

Completely a stranger, I was 
greeted like a long-lost son. The 
three Branger brothers and their 
families gave me an enthusiastic 
welcome that instilled an ease and 
confidence «I had seldom felt on 
first acquaintance with anyone. 

The TO Bar Ranch has 2,000 
acres of deeded land, and some 
leased land. The East Rosebud 
River runs through the ranch for a 
distance of 5 or 6 miles. This fur- 
nishes excellent water for livestock, 
and hay meadows and farmland in 
the valley along the river. The 
ranch has feed and range for ap- 
proximately 600 to 800 head of 
cattle and some 75 head of saddle 
horses. ‘The ranch buildings and 
most of the cabins are of native 
logs with stone fireplaces. A large 
recreation building is the focal 
point. 


A feet meeting all the Branger 
kids and the guests, my next intro- 
duction was to “Full-pint.”” The 
corral boss asked me to tell him 
honestly how much experience I 
had with horses, so he might choose 
between a “‘puddinfoot” and a 
I told him I had posed on a 
pony when I was 3.

As soon as the guest learns to guide 
his horse and handle himself in the 
saddle, he will be promoted and 
given a horse with a litth more 
spirit.

handled in any manner. They are 
entirely different than horses raised 
in the East which are halter broken 
before they are 2 weeks old and are 
handled continually from then on 

sefore riding I had to acquire 
an outfit, so off we drove in the 
station wagon to Absarokee for 


the dude’s duds \bsarokee was 
a small town but it had several 
good stores and a night club 
Blue jeans, cost $3.50, two blue 


chambray shirts for $1.75 each, a 
pair of boots for $15, and my pride 
and joy—a ten-gallon swashbuck- 
ling hat for $8. Total-—$30

Dine huge hat I needed for pro- 
tection against the fierce sun and 
occasional rain. The knotted hand- 
kerchief served a double purpose 
It prevented a badly burned scruff 
and was comforting over the nos- 
trils when the trail got dusty. The 
cowboy boot has utility in keeping 
your foot from jouncing through 
the stirrup--though no one has 
ever yet found out how to walk long 
distances in them 

When I asked what time break- 
fast would be ready, they told me 
the men ate at 5:45, but that I 
could eat with the dudes at 8 
o'clock or sleep as long as I liked. I 
told them I wanted to eat with the 
men. We sat down promptly at 
5:45. This was no hot roll-and- 
coffee affair. We had ‘T-bone 
steak. fried potatoes hot biscuits, 
vegetables from the ranch garden, 
honey. hot cereal, coffee or milk 
When I say T-bone steak, | mean 
the real kind, about an inch thick 
with good, hot, ranch gravy, made 
with milk 

TL here were 26 of us at that table, 
hay hands and cowboys. When I 
asked the boss what he was doing 
with so many men, he said they 
were putting up hay and needed a 
full crew for the 2,000-ton crop 

I watched one dude drive a hay 
sweep that morning, a doctor from 
Illinois; he was having the time of 
his life 

My first ride on Full-pint was 
short-—a mere 7 miles, but I was 
glad to get back. Each day I took 
progressively longer rides, with a 
five-minute break after each hour, 
until at the end of the week I rode 
40 miles on one trip with the boys

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~ How to keep 
a sick child happy

—_— your child in bed, on 
doctor’s orders, can be a trying ex 
perience for you and your young 
patient whether the confinement 
period is short or long. Children at 
such times may become little 
tyrants, demanding every moment 
ol your time 

During several sieges of illness 
with our children, housework 
schedules were demoralized as I 
danced attendance on small pa- 
tients. “Can it really be this hard to 
keep children quiet?” we asked 
ourselves. ““How is it done?” 

We sought advice from the 
people in charge of children’s 
hospitals. These people know the 
problems of handling a sick child 
better than anyone. And here are 
some of their suggestions for mak- 
ing the sickroom restful, for giving 
medicine easily, and for providing 
in-bed interests, so your child won't 
mind being alone in his room now 
and then 


Give medicine easily 

If your child objects to taking 
pills, crush the pill between two 
spoons and mix with honey, apple- 
sauce, or syrup. A noncrushable 


pill or capsule goes down easily 
hidden in the heart of a maraschino 
cherry or pressed into a small piece 
of banana 

Getting liquids down will be no 
problem if you put them in a 
mayonnaise jar, punch a hole in 
the lid, and insert a colored straw. 
And there’s no spilling, either 

Uely-tasting medicine? Let your 
child hold an ice cube in his mouth 
for a moment, then give the medi- 
cine, and pop the ice cube in 
again. The cold dulls taste buds. 

When the doctor advises steam 
for colds, make a steam tent with a 
sheet draped over the bed, instead 
of trying to provide moisture in the 
entire room. Put the vaporizer on 
a table beside the bed and direct the 
steam in under the tent. Take care 
that the child cannot burn or scald 
himself with the equipment. Some 
children like the tent and play 
happily in it. An hour of steam be- 
fore bedtime is usually enough. If 
your child is frightened by the 
tent, wait until he’s asleep. 


Keep the sickroom pleasant 


An orderly room is restful to your 


patient. Keep it free of toys and 
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other

You can provide a change of sur 
roundings by tacking up a sheet 
and pinning pictures, funny dra 
ings, and amusing gadgets t 
Flowers and plants are fun to 
look at, too. Bulbs will grow in a 
bow! of pebbles Dried bean 
kernels, or peas will sprout if you 
first soften them by soaking, then 
plant with root end bedded in 
damp cotton in a drinking glass 
New things to look at can be dis- 
covered with a magnilying glass, a 
prism to make rainbows, a mirror 
to reflect sunlight on walls, and a 
flashlight to use when curtains are 
drawn 


Give him something to hear 


Of course, a radio or phono- 
graph makes the best listening. But, 
for a change, let him try a comb 
covered with tissue paper, or a 
rattle. Or

makes a loud noise. Let him strum 
with thimble-capped fingers a 
small washboard, or play ‘tunes”’ 
on a xylophone of drinking glasses

If the bed is so long that he slides 
down while sitting up, you can pro- 
vide a push board by placing a 
length of shelving board against his 
feet.

Give him things

Things he can make himself will 
interest your patient most. [These 
should be easy tasks which won't 
tire him. But don't fall into the 
temptation of doing the work your- 
self for his amusement. | his makes 
a mere spectator of him and takes 
time you need for other work. Give 
the activity a build-up; stay with it 
long enough to get it started; then 
let it become the child’s work. Offer 
praise and suggestions from time to 
time, but keep your standards low 
You are not striving for perfection 
here, jus occupation and amuse- 
ment. Here are some things your 
young patient will enjoy doing 

Homemade puzzles Let the child 
paste a full-page magazine picture 
on thin cardboard and cut it into 
his own jigsaw shapes 

Weaving. Wind strong cord up 
and down a piece of heavy card- 
board from notches at top and 
bottom. With a large 
needle, bodkin, or safety pin the

child weaves yarn in and out. And

Braiding. Cut a notch in the top 
of a large piece of firm cardboard;

yarn in a knot and slip this knot 
into the notch. The child can 
master loose braiding in this sim- 
plified way. Such a braid has many 
uses a pull cord, a doll belt, a 
bracelet

\ point to remember is that perennial seeds 
differ from those of annuals. Annuals will rot 
if they lie in the ground very long without ger- 
minating. Perennials are fitted for survival un- 
der adverse conditions of cold and wet. Heat 
hurts them far more than cold! 
i. fact, some perennials may lie dormant all 
summer, ¢o through the following fall and win- 
ter, and sprout the next spring although they 
have suflered severe exposure 

Equally important to remember is that it is 
easier to maintain soil moisture early in spring 


than it is in early summer. Since most newly 


sprouted seeds will die in an hour or two if al- 
lowed to dry out, early seeding overcomes the 
greatest single difhiculty you'll have in growing 
perennials from seed 

Equipment you need is simple. Make a raised 
bed by nailing four 12-inch boards together to 
form a bottomless box. Fill with 6 inches of soil. 
l pper 6 in hes of sides of the box form a wind- 
break to prevent drying winds from reaching 
the soil surface 

If you have it. mix about one-third to a half 
portion of rotted manure, leafmold, or screened 
compost with the soil. Make up the rest of your 
soil mixture of equal parts of sand and vood 
garden soil. Rub whatever organic matter you 
use through a sereen of 14-inch mesh hardware 
cloth to remove coarser, undecayed particles. 

If you lack compost o1 organic matter. you 
can substitute horticultural-grade vermiculite. 
This expanded mica absorbs large amounts of 
water and holds it. Yet it doesn’t “drown out” 
so that all-important air is removed from your 


soil mixture 


Although perennial seeds are more resistant 
to diseases that kill off annual seedlings, it pays 
to use one of the spe ial seed disinfectants o1 
seed treatments to prevent damping-ofl, a 
fungus that destroys many seedlings before the y 
even appear above the surface. Seed quality 
often is blamed for poor germination, when 
actually damping-off has destroyed the sprout- 
ing seeds before they emerge. 

Sow your seed in shallow trenches or drills 
about 6 inches apart, about three times as dee p

Soil-cement garden paving 


Continued from preceding page 


Here’s more information on soil-cement; all 


the facts youll want to know before you use it 


What is soil-cement? Soil-cement is a thorough mixture of soil, 
cement, and water, which is tightly packed while still moist. 
Ihe cement acts as a binder in uniting the soil into a solid 
mass. The water coats the soil grains so the mixture can be 
compacted tightly, and serves to hydrate the cement so the 


mass hardens. 


What kind of soil is suitable for soil-cement? Almost any com- 
bination of sand, gravel, silt, and clay that is present on your 
lot can be used successfully for soil-cement paving. Sandy 
and gravelly soils with 10 to 35 percent silt and clay com- 
bined are best. Clayey soils require more work to pulverize, 
and more cement for satisfactory hardening. The less organ- 
ic matter present in the soil you use. the better. 

How well does it stand up? A 6-inch soil-cement base is used for 
light roads. The same thickness is serving satisfactorily for 
runways used by planes with gross loads up to 15 tons 

Soil-cement projects in Canada and states of Washington, 
North Dakota, Minnesota, New York, and Maine are giving 
good service under alternate freezing and thawing condi- 
tions. Roads in Illinois, Michigan, Missouri, Wisconsin, and 
South Carolina have carried traffic for over 15 vears and 
still show no signs of having reached the end of useful life 

Soil-cement is more elastic than regular concrete, but not 
as strong. But a properly made soil-cement mixture has suf- 
ficient strength, at any moisture content it is likely to attain, 
to withstand the stress of normal traffic loads. 


How do you place soil-cement? You can do the work in a mortar 
mixer, heap it between forms, tamp it, strike off the surplus, 
and roll the surface with a lawn roller. A convenient way for 
the homeowner, however, Is to spread the cement directly on 
the ground and mix it with the soil “in place.” 

The existing grade or slope at the start of construction 
determines to a large extent the final grade of the paving. 
So check and make necessary slope changes before you begin 
the mixing. Set line stakes to control width of the area you 
want to pave. Paving will look better with a brick border 

Don’t loosen the soil deeper than the desired 4 inches 
to go deeper means too much soil and a leaner mix. The sur- 
face must be finished while moist so all soil and cement 
particles are firmly bound together. Don’t begin paving un- 
less the air temperature is at least 40 degrees in the shade, 


or if the ground itself is frozen. 


How much cement and water are needed? Roughly, a half sack 
of cement and 6 gallons of water per square yard of 4-inch 
paving. Exact amounts needed to make satisfactory soil- 
cement vary with the characteristics of the soil. 

I'wo-thirds of a sack of cement per square yard is safest 
where vour soil is heavy loam. You'll need less on gravelly 
soil. More cement than necessary for a particular soil won't 
harm the paving; too litthe means an inferior product. 

Poo litthe water won't “hydrate” the cement properly 
Poo much will make the mixture too wet to pack. A ball of 
the soil-cement mixture containing the proper amount of 
water will just moisten your hand. You can’t squeeze water 
from the ball, and it will break if you drop it. (For garden 
paving with asphalt, see next month’s Better Homes & Gardens.)

The fuel pump itself requires no 
maintenance only replacement 
when it fail lo avoid trouble, 
you can replace the pump assem- 
bly after about 30,000 miles of op- 
eration, but the original pump 
may outlast the rest of the car.

Carburetor and air cleaner 

The carburetor is a’ very spe- 
cialized and complex part of your 
engine; most car owners should 
leave it alone. There are provi- 
sions for adjustment of the idling 
speed and the idling mixture, but 
making these adjustments requires 
considerable know-how 

Avoid “pumping” the accelera- 
tor pedal up and down, especially 
when the car is cold. This wears 
out the accelerator pump in_ the 
carburetor assembly and is hard on 
the linkage between pedal and car- 
buretor. In addition, it throws a 
great deal of raw gasoline (un- 
mixed with air) into your engine 
at just the wrong time. Make all of 
your movements on the accelera- 
tor pedal gradual ones 

If the car should “tlood” occa- 
sionally, turn the engine over by 
engaging the starter, and hold the 
accelerator all the way down to the 
floor board for a few seconds (if 
possible with the ignition “‘off’) 
This will clear out excess gasoline 


Jumping on the pedal only tloods 


the engine more 

When you are at the service sta- 
tion, ask the attendant to lubricate 
the rods and hinges in the linkage 
between the carburetor and the 
accelerator pedal. This preserves 
the metal and permits better ad- 
justment of the idling speed on the 
carburetor itself 

Clean the air cleaner at least 
every other month in a normal 
climate and as often as weekly in 
a sandy or dusty climate. Remem- 
ber that the engine consumes 15 
times as much air as it does gaso- 
line. If the air is dirty, it contam- 
inates your engine oil, scratches 
the cylinder walls, and causes un- 
due wear 

Air cleaners on most cars are one 
of two main types. The less-expen- 
sive models have a standard type 
which contains a filter but no oil 
bath. To clean this type, remove 
the wing nut from the top and take 
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Begins on page 110 


off the cover. Then take out the 
filter element, wash it in kerosene, 
let it drain, oil it lightly with en- 
gine oil, and replace it in the clean- 
er housing 

On the oil-bath type, the filter 
element is removed in the same 
manner, but there is a small river of 
oil in ce cleaner housing. This oil 
must be drained and the cleaner 
wiped free of dirt, then one pint of 
SAE 20 oil in the winter, or SAE 
0 in the summer, replaced in the 
reservoir 

Some cleaners of the oil-bath 
type have indented marks in the 
netal shell to show the proper oil

level. Never fill the cleaner with too 
much / as this cuts off the air 


channel and reduces efficiency. 
Cleaning of air cleaners should be 
done at a service station, but most

Three ways to cut gas costs 
Ihe car owner has no method of 
analyzing the various brands of 





line he may purchase. But, he 
can follow these three suggestions 
outlined below for reducing fuel

!. Buy “regular-grade” gasoline 
if ut will operate your car efficiently. 
Some older vehicles will run quite 
atisfactorily even on third-grade 
gasoline, But, most postwar cars 
need regular or premium gasoline 
to operate efficiently because they 
have high compression ratios —the 
fuel-air mixture 1s squeezed tighter 
hen the piston rises in the cylin- 
der on the compression stroke. 

bor the average car owner, then, 
the choice of fuels is between regu- 
lar and premium grades. High-test 
is another name for premium fuel 
Premium gasoline has a_ higher 
antiknock or octane rating because 
it usually contains more tetraethyl 
lead. The amount of lead fluid is 
less than 1/1000th of the gasoline, 
but this minute quantity does raise 
the octane rating of each gallon by 
several points 

lo make a choice between the 
two grades of gasoline, we suggest 
two methods. First, you can run a 
mileage check using each grade of 
gasoline, then calculate your re- 
sults in miles per dollar of fuel cost. 
Alternatively, you can check the 
engine under varying load condi- 
tions by the sounds it makes. 

For a mileage check, fill your 
car with the grade of fuel you are 
checking. Note the speedometer 
reading and the position of your car 
at the pump. Position at the fuel 
pump is important when filling for 
mileage checks because the fuel 
tank is long and flat and a slight 
slant changes the tank’s capacity 
considerably 

Be sure your tank is filled to the 
top of the filler neck; then drive 
your car for a certain period and 
fill the tank as before. If you wish 
to be superaccurate about the mat- 
ter, do this for a month instead of a
